mayor of Freeport, and late Democratic 
candidate for congress in the sixth dis­ 
trict, has played it upon the “ innocents” 
of Rochelle w ill be much dispised by the 
good politicians there who desire to man­ 
age such matters themselv es in their own 
w'ay.

least twelv e feet in height, with a weight 
of fiv e or six times as great as that of the 
ostrich. 
Specimens of its eggs hav e been 
found and measure nearly thirteen and a 
half inches in largest diameter by nine 
niches in smallest diameter, with a capac­ 
ity of nearly eight quarts. 
The Moa, of 
N ow Zealand, was also larger than any 
bird now liv ing, its height hav ing been 
ten or twelv e feet. Its legs were thirty or 
thirty-two inches long; and its eggs so 
large that a hat would make a good egg 
cup for them. 
The fam ous Dodo, a fify* 
pound bird of Mauritius, wn9 once well 
known to the Dutch, but has not been 
seen during the last two hundred years 
The Solitaire is another exterminated 
bird of the same island. 
The Great Auk, 
of the North Sea, is supposed to hav e be­ 
com e extinct since 18 43. These are a few 
of the latest disappearance® of the bird 
world; other large species are fast dim in­ 
ishing in numbers

C lu b h ou se —The Growler, the Gossiper 
anti the Newspaper Fiend—Other Oueer 
Ones. 


The idiosyncrasies of members form n 
romiral pitase to club life. A prominent t yjh* 
is the constitutional “growler,” ninl hi*. oppo 
Kite the easy going, g« « « ! imtvir*xl man who is 
delighted with everything. G<*n<» rally grow­ 
le rs arc the most numerous. They are never 
satisfied with anything, though while com­ 
plaining they never suggest a remedy. 
1 he 
“growler” never makes any allowance for 
mistakes or a ccidents. IIis chief grievance 
concerns the w aiters, who are slow, careles.-:, 
stupid. 
His orders are always tilhsl contrary 
to his directions, yet investigation reveals 
that if there was any carelessness it. was his 
own in not giving explicit instructions. 
Ho 
can always get everything he wants much 
better and cheaper outside of the club. 
lie 
continually threatens to resign, but never 
does. 
He regularly predicts the decline and 
dissolution of the club. 
He soon alienates the 
fraternal esteem of the 1 letter class of meni- 
liers, and the others quietly make a butt of 
him, and he takes their good humored defer­ 
ence to his sadly ventilated ideas as an evi­ 
dence of his popularity and importance. 
Of 
course they are only “guying” him, as Adonis 
would say. 
The good natured apologist is an offset to 
the growler, and at the same time as much of 
a common nuisance, os he always sounds the 
same indiscriminate praises, and only needs 
an audience to deliver a little oration on this 
or that subject that happens to l» o under dis­ 
cussion. In his opinion the club is the lx» st 
and pleasantest in the world. The gossilect­ 
or ehattert>ox is, of course, found in the 
clubs, but he is more speedily extinguished in 
the little community than in the village by a 
general censure. As long as he confines him­ 
self to detailing the scandals in other clubs or 
of society ho generally has a following whom 
he uimis^ and interests by his recitals, which 
are invariably inaccurate. 
His tendency, 
however, leads him to recur to jocular seoncs 
in the club which by tacit consent all the 
participants M» -k to keep private, and so he 
involves himself in explanations which gen­ 
erally result in his reform firom prudential 
motives or his resignation because he has 
more enemies than friends in the club. \\ hen 
he contracts the ungentlemanly and knavish 
habit of overhearing conversations and after­ 
ward alluding to the subject he weal’s a rope 
which soon figuratively hangs him. 


“ THE NEW 14PAPE It FIEND. 
There is also the “newspajior fiend,” w ho 
selfishly gathers all the papers or latest maga­ 
zines about him. The disputatious member, 
who always disagrees, is soon so emphatically 
“sat dow n upon” that he subsides. The man 
who seeks to back all of his assertions or to 
settle all questions by bets is generally en­ 
trapped by the sportivej jocular element, so 
that ho soon learns wisdom and prudence. 
The membership may be divided into three 
classes, the sedate, the conventional, and the 
progressive in the younger clubs, and into 
two in the more orthodox clubs, the conser­ 
vative and the progressive. As a rulo mem­ 
bers frequent their oIuIms for social recrea­ 
tion, to commune with their friends therein, 
to read the pai>ers or magazines, to while 
a w a y the time in the billiard or card room, 
and each develops an individuality that is 
soon recognized, so that it Is safe to predict 
just what chair lio will oceuov, what course 
he will take on coming in, whether he will 
seek the seclusion of the library or the “life” 
of the billiard room, which is generally tin 
liveliest place in tho club. 
Tho various 
coteries of the little community always offer 
association. 
These coteries 
are dull or 
vivacious according to their 
personality. 
There is always a circle about the raconteur. 
In the clubs where there are pianos there is 
generally singing and playing in the evening. 
The piano is not permitted in the orthodox 
clubs. It savors of the concert hall. There 
is often some very good playing and singing 
at these impromptu musicales. The choruses 
are especially stirring. For the time the 
‘musical coterie rales, but they seldom Ixjeome 
objectionable, unless to the chronic growler. 
The accommodations enable each coterie to 
keep to themselves if so disposed; that is, 
those who wish quiet can secure it in the 
libra ry or parlors. Thera is genera lly a com­ 
mon resort, and there the 
pia no is genera lly 
situa ted, a nd liquid refreshments a re 
served. 
Genera l goodfellow ship prev a ils here. The 
stories a re told for the edifica tion of a ll. The 
conv entiona l undertone of general conv ersa 
tion is not observed.

does 


If there Is any musical talent it is developed. 
Everybody is pleased at the informal gather­ 
ing except tho growler. Ho is unceremoni­ 
ously made tho butt of the crowd. 
THE MAN OF Ml*CH MAIL 
There is one other metabt r who always re­ 
ceives a good nut ured shot from all whom he 
offends. 
He Is the one w ho has so largo a 
mail that the box liearing his initials is al­ 
ways crowded w ith his letters. 
As a rule, the 
mail in a club is comparatively light con­ 
sidering the membership, as only tho limited 
nuralfer of frequenting members have their 
letters addressed there. The letter fiend is 
the companion of the ii* wspuper fiend. 
He is 
generally a retired business man, and not a 
literary memlier, os might Isa supposed. 
Not­ 
withstanding the check system there is al­ 
ways some good natured dispute about ex­ 
changed hats and umbrellas, and once in a 
while the overcoats get mixed—generally

The 
near sighted men do not make the absurd

mistakes that are generally attributed to them, 
but they contribute their quota to the general 
amusement by their unconscious blundering. 
Tho men with bad memories for names and 
faces create more trouble. They always get 
everything wrong. They often cause much 
confusion by their mistakes. The 
ma rried 
men are the steadiest attendants outside of 
the habitues. It is calculated that during the 
first year of married bliss nothing will 
be seen 
of the rnemW , but after that he comes 
around again, and is once more one of the 
Ixiyn. 
This, however, is a legend. The prac­ 
tical joker does not flourish in the club as

the community at large because his range

DANGERS OF HYPNO T iZ AT IO N.

Ufte» of HypnotUm In the Treatm ent 
Im becile or ISefrartory Children. 
At a late meeting of flic association 
scientists at the congress of Nancy, France, 
nine palters were road by memliers, illustrat­ 
ing in the most vivid terms various phases of 
this subject. 
It had beta found cffe'tivo in 
the cure of lunacy, and in controlling the 
natural habit of mind and strength of will 
exhibit« ! in a normal state. 
31. Liegoois, 
professor of law, m a summary of sugges­ 
tions, |x>inted to the danger to humanity 
from the exercise of the hypnotic power. 
Tho subject may lie made the victim of all 
manner of hallucination, and Is* reduced to a 
condition in which lie is incapable of defense 
against criminal violence, and in which the 
most serious acts committed against him, 
leave no impression upon his memory after 
ho is recalled to the natural state. 
He may 
receive suggestions tending to the commis­ 
sion of any given crime or misdemeanor ufter 
the lajise of several hours or days, and ho will 
commit the net at the appointed time with 
a 
fatal certainty. The conclusions w ere that 
the persons suggesting 
a crime to a hypnot­ 
ized subject should be held responsible for it 
to the law, and that hvpnotization should not 
l» o permitted, save in the presence 
of a wit­ 
ness. in whom entire confidence is placed. 
Dr. Liel» cault, from exjx'riments in seventy- 
seven cases, was enabled to say that hypnotic 
treatment had been successful in curing chil­ 
dren, adults and aged ¡» ersons of weaknesses 
in connection with the natural functions of 
the body. 
By means of suggestion during 
induced sleep he was enabled to re-establish 
the diaturl>ed harmony in every instance. 
Dr. Berillon formulated the following con­ 
clusions in regard to tho list) of hypnotism as 
an educating influence: That in the treat­ 
ment of children who are merely indolent, in­ 
docile or mediocre the power should be lim­ 
ited to verbal suggestion in tho wakeful state 
the children being inspired with tho most 
I>erfect confidence. 
Each child should l>o iso­ 
lated, and, with a hand placed upon its fore­ 
head, should be addressed in language indi­ 
cating gentleness, precision and patience. 
The hypnotic state might be induced in the 
treatment of children who are impulsive, re­ 
fractory, incapable of the least attention or 
application and manifesting an irresistible 
tendency toward evil During the hypnotic 
sleep the suggestions have more power. They 
make a profound and desirable impression. 
It is possible in many cases, by frequently re­ 
peating them, to develop tho faculty of at­ 
tention in subjects hitherto intractable, to 
correct bad tendencies and to recall to virtue 
spirits which otherwise would lie hopelessly 
lost.—M. L. Holbrook in Herald of Health.

IF WAR 
BREAKS OUT. 


Probable Rii’erts of a European W ar— » Of 
Advantage to America. 
If war breaks out it is inevitable that there 
mibt be a great fall. 
Russia by a great war 
would be almost inevitably rendered bank­ 
rupt, and a repudiation by Russia would in­ 
die! terrible losses, not only upon the Russian 
people, but upon German and other investors. 
Then, again, tho outbreak of a great war 
would not improbably cause a panic ujxm the 
Berlin bourse, and ¡» ossibly also upon th at of 
Baris, 
lastly, it is to be recollected that 
wore u great war to break out the govern­ 
m ents engaged in it would bo obliged to issue 
very large loans. 
If tho war lasted long 
other loans would be issued in quick succes­ 
sion. tho national debts of Europe would in­ 
crease enormously, and thus one of the great 
causes tending to raise prices would be 
stopped: the supply of securities would l»e 
im m ensely augmented all at once, while the 
growth of wealth would bo checked. 
Wealth, of course, would continue to grow 
in the countries that avoided war, anil also 
in the countries which themselves were not 
made the theatre of war, and which had not 
too largo a propoi tion of their male popula­ 
tion in the field; but along xvith this growth 
of wealth there would also be a great de­ 
struction of wealth. At tho very time, there 
fore, in which securities were being most rapt 
idly manufactured there would be a great 
check to the growth of wealth. 
There must, 
inevitably, therefore, boa fall in prices; and 
if the war were protracted the fall might be 
considerable, and the recovery would be long 
delayed. 
There might Ik^ an exception in favor of 
American railroad securities. 
Even in them 
there would be a fall at first, but probably 
they would recover quickly—first, because a 
great-war in Europe would increase the de­ 
mand for American produce; secondly, l» e- 
cause there would be tendency to send capital 
out of the belligerent countries to tin* neutral 
countries for safe keeping and for invest­ 
ment; and, thirdly, because the population 
and wealth of the United States themselves 
growing so rapidly that the home demand for 
securities is vast, while American investors 
rare 1 s invest their money in securities <>f 
foreign governments, and they would not be 
likely to be tempted at a time when those 
foreign governments were exhausting their 
resources and ruining their prospecqs m a ter­ 
rible way.
